The Final rejection still stands. As pointed out in the Final rejection, the fact that the reference of Van Baal teaches away from a silicone- 
derived clear coat as the intermediate layer also indicates that a silicone intermediate layer has been taught in the prior art. With respect 
to the properties and functions of the layers, it is hereby noted that so long as the reference teaches the same chemical components of 
the layers, the laminate would inherently have the same properties and functions, and thus the order of the layers would not impart 
patentability to the laminate. 
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
